REMARKS 



Claims 1-8 are pending. 

The Office Action indicates that the Terminal Disclaimer filed with Applicants' 
November 21, 2006, Amendment has been disapproved because it is asserted that the 
Attorney that signed the Terminal Disclaimer is not of record. Filed herewith is an 
Associate Power of Attorney giving power to prosecute the present application to the 
Attorney that signed the Terminal Disclaimer. Thus, it is submitted that the Terminal 
Disclaimer should be approved. 

Claims 1-4 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting over claims 1-7 of Kawazura (U.S. Patent No. 6,652,641 B2) in 
view of Hare et al. (U.S. Patent No. 3,491 ,052) alone, or together with Chen 
(EP1 321488A1 ) or Schmiegel (W09823653A1 ). Claims 5-8 stand rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-7 of 
Kawazura in view of Hare et al. It is respectfully submitted that these rejections are 
rendered moot with the filing of the attached Power of Attorney, in view of the previous 
filing of the Terminal Disclaimer over Kawazura. 

In view of the above, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections of claims 
1-4 and 5-8 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
are respectfully requested. 

In view of the above remarks, Applicants respectfully submit that all of the 
pending claims are in condition for allowance. Favorable consideration and prompt 
allowance of the claims and this application are earnestly solicited. Should the
